the  next  two  or  three  weeks  could 
broaden  into  a full-scale  probe  of 
alleged  civil  rights  violations  in 
this  deep  South  state. 

The  22  whites  and  one  Negro 
housewife  on  the  jury  were  told 
by  U.S.  Dist.  Judge  Sidney  Mize 
to  keep  in  mind  the  federal  laws 
on  conspiracy  to  violate  the  civil 
right  of  individuals,  intimidation 
of  voters  and  wilful  denial  of 
constitutional  rights. 

Neshoba  County  Sheriff  Law- 
rence Rainey  of  Philadelphia  was 
the  first  witnes  called  into  the 
guarded,  third-floor  jury  room  in 
the  Federal  courthouse  here. 

A HALF  HOUR  later  Rainey 
emerged  and  said  he  was  return- 
ing home.  He  said  the  grand  jury 
indicated  it  didn’t  need  him  any- 
more now. 

The  dead  civil  rights  workers 
were  last  seen  alive  June  21  when 
they  were  released  from  the 
Neshoba  County  JaJil.  They  had 
been  arrested  on  a speeding 
charge  by  Rainey’s  Deputy,  Cecil 
Price,  who  also  has  been  subpoe- 
naed to  appear  here. 

H.  V.  M.  HERRING,  the  jailer, 
appeared  Monday  and,  like  Rain- 
ey. later  said  he  was  heading 
home.  Testimony  before  a grand 
jury  is  secret. 


The  murdered  civil  right  trio — 
Michael  Schwerner  and  Andrew 
Goodman,  both  from  New  York, 
and  James  Chaney,  a Meridian 
Negro — had  gone  to  Philadelphia 
to  inspect  the  ruins  of  a rural 
Negro  church  that  had  been 
burned. 

They  disappeared  after  Price 
said  lie  released  them  about  10:30 
p.m. 

TWO  DAYS  LATER  their  char- 
red station  wagon  w^as  found  at 
the  edge  of  a swamp.  Despite  an 
intensive  manhunt,  their  Bodies 
were  not  found  until  Aug.  4 when 
an  informer  told  the  FBI  to  look 
beneath  an  earthen  dam. 

Each  had  been  shot  and  in  add- 
ition Chaney  had  been  badly  beat- 
en. 

THE  GRAND  JURY  can  only 
return  indictments  based  on  civil 
rights  violations.  Murder  is  a 
state  offense  except  where  it 
occurs  on  Federal  property  such 
as  military  reservations. 

A parade  of  Neshoba  county 
Negroes  entered  the  grand  jury 
room  during  the  afternoon.  A- 
mong  them  were  a man  and  wo- 
man who  said  they  were  beaten 
by  a group  of  men  several  nights 
before  the  civil  rights  workers 
disappeared. 


Auto  Workers  Threaten  Strikes 
Against  General  Motors  Friday 


DETROIT,  (AP)— The  United 
Auto  workers  union  Monday  set 
a strike  deadline  of  10  a.m.  Fri- 
day against  giant  General  Motors 
Corp.  unless  a contract  is  signed 
covering  the  firm’s  354,000  UAW- 
represented  workers. 

UAW  president  Walter  Reuther 
told  newsmen  that,  in  addition, 
the  union  has  set  a second  strike 
deadline  of  the  Friday  a week 
later  for  settlement  of  some  18,- 
000  at-the-plant  grievances. 

REUTHER  SAID  that  the 
deadline  was  being  set  fiv^e  days 
in  advance  to  give  the  company 
maximum  advance  notice. 

Louis  Seaton,  vice-president  of 
GM  in  charge  of  personnel,  dis- 


closed that  the  company  made  a 
new  economic  proposal  covering 
hourly-rated  employes  represent- 
ed bv  the  union. 

SEATON  SAID  the  new  pro- 
posal “is  in  line  witli  the  settle- 
ment- established  at  Chrysler,” 
and  would  put  GM’s  employes  on 
an  economic  par  with  respect  to 
wages  and  benefits. 

He  described  the  offer  as  “a 
realistic  basis  for  agreement 
which  we  hope  can  be  concluded 
as  soon  as  possible.” 

Seaton  said,  however,  the  econ- 
omic proposal  would  become  ef- 
fective only  upon  the  negotiation 
ing  thema-BjerpoHTAr-/ 
of  a three-year  contract.

A team  of  Navy  officers  and 
civilians  has  gone  to  the  Far  East 
to  gather  on-the-spot  informa- 
tion about  the  incident.

In  that  statement,  McNamara 
said  two  destroyers — he  did  not 
name  them — on  routine  patrol  42 
miles  from  land  fired  warning 
rounds  at  four  approaching  ves- 
sels, that  those  ships  continued 
to  close  in  and  that  the  destroy- 
ers “then  properly  opened  fire," 
presumably  shooting  to  kill.
